The most damaging snow storm 
in years tapered off along the 
eastern seaboard Friday night af­ 
ter two days of unabated fury. P p 
to three feet of snow buried soma 
sections.

snow damage was the worst in 
40 years. The area was placed un­ 
der a state of emergency as the 
storm cut everyday life to a 
crawl. 
More than 40 deaths from heart 
attacks, exposure, 
electrocution 
and t r a f f i c accidents resulted 
from the storm and high winds. 
Damage ran into the millions of 
dollars. 
Some 300.000 telephones were 
knocked out from Virginia to New 
England. The American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. called it the 
worst damage of the kind since 
a November 1960 storm — worse 
than any caused by recent east­ 
ern hurricanes. 
By dusk Friday, the storm ap­ 
peared over in all but northern 
New England. Government weath­ 
er forecasters, caught short in ad­ 
vance predictions of the storm’s 
severity, expected it to blow itself 
out off the coast of Maine by Sat­ 
urday.

Day With Dulles 


IL ot everyone may agree with P rcsi- 
" 
dent Eisenhower that John Foster 
Dulles is the best Secretary of State 
since Thomas jefferson, but nobody 
doubts his durability, or his attention 
to duty. 
Seventy years old, he’s a 
glutton for work. 
Here is how he whizzes through an 
ordinary day in Washington. About 8:15 
in the morning he arrives at his office, 
a spacious carpeted ‘room in a suite 
on the fifth floor of the State Depart­ 
ment Building. His first task is tocheck 
office memos left on his desk. Im­ 
mediately afterwards he gives dicta­ 
tion to his personal secretary. Miss 
Mildred Asbjornson. Shortly after 9, 
he calls 
in 
his staff for the daily 
conference. The rest of the morning 
he spends meeting w ith foreign ambas­ 
sadors, visiting diplomats, and with his 
aids. At I o'clock, he has lunch alone 
in a room down the hall from his office. 
An hour later, Dulles is back at his 
desk. The afternoon is taken up with 
dictation, writing notes, more meetings 
with foreign dignitaries, phone calls, 
more talks 
and 
meetings. 
Between 
times he may be visited by members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee or he may be get a briefing 
on a security council meeting. There’s 
scarcely a letup until about 6:30 or 7, 
when he leaves for home.

So I turned 
the darn thing off and would not listen to a sin gle 
sin g in g ad about how one c ig a r e tte ra p tu r e s m ore 
tar than another. 


Then, when we telephoned to inquire what hap­ 
pened we were told that ‘the tim e was pre-empted by 
the Bell Telephone hour, which ran from 5 30 to 6 .IO. 
This happens once in a while, not often. 
Meet the 
Press' will he on next Sunday." 


I should worry about next Sunday. Here is another 
urogram preempting a whole hour on the television to 
nterfere with a good program to which m any Ameri­ 
c a s look forward. Maybe I am all wrong about pay 
television, as thousands of citizens have written to say. 
They claim that they cannot afford to pay for the sets 
and then for the shows. Well, if they can't afford to 
pay, we shall have to go on being interrupted by a 
girl singing on the perfections of beer and a he man 
talking about fancy linens in the washing machine. 


But neither the network nor the telephone company 
docs itself any good when it pushes off a program that 
people wait to see. The argum ent can be used that as 
I do not pay for the program . I ought to be satisfied 
with what I get. 
Actually, I cannot exactly tell you 
what program I got because all that I seem ed to get 
was an excited 
professor talking about 
one-cclled 
animals which m ay have been interesting to a kid who 
was preparing for college entrance examinations, ex ­ 
cept that around these parts, the exam s were held the 
day before. 
I have seen other stunts like this on radio and 
television. For instance, one of my favorite radio com ­ 
m entators is Quincy Howe, with whom I agree on very 
little. I find him stimulating, largely because he pre­ 
sents most ably a point of view with which I do not 
hold. It is what might be called the internationalist 
point of view. Few present that side with knowledge, 
historical background, and balanced thought. 
Quincy 
Howe does. Most speakers on that side, I find to be 
either special pleaders or starry-eyed liberals who re­ 
peat slogans and cliches. 
It is good to listen to a 
m ature, educated, literate adversary. 


In a word, from Q uincy H ow e, I ca n learn 
so m eth in g . T h erefore I w ant to listen to him . 
But 
he has d isa p p ea red from m y radio. Instead a pitch­ 
m a n is on for 15 m in u tes sellin g a book about how 
to get rich by reading a book. 
He m u st know and 
the radio people m ust know that nobody e v e r got 


' 
rich by reading such a hook. To his pitch, one can 
only put the q uestion: w h y d o n ’t you read the hook 
yo u rself and get richer than the R ork o fellers? Old 
John I), n ev er got rich by rea d in g a p itc h m a n ’s 
book, although he would p robably h i v e been in­ 
terested in kn ow in g what p itch m en w e r e doing, his 
father. W illiam R o ck efeller, h av in g been one of the 
breed; but he sold m ed icin e in stea d of a book. 


Anyhow, I cannot hear Quincy Howe any more 
because his time has been pre-empted by a pitchman. 
Television and radio are making a m istake by this 
kind of programing, because what with FCC scandals, 
the high cost of sets, the move for pay television and 
fhe destruction of the motion picture industry, tele­ 
vision and radio are in the news and arc attracting 
attention to purposes and practices. It requires a little 
intelligence to operate a public institution in stormy 
times to prevent the government from pre-empting it.

High Court Ruling Makes Gambling Profitable 


WASHINGTON - Most people 


probably will be shocked to learn 


that the Supreme Court of the 


Toited States has just ruled that 


i t s 
all 
right 
for 
the 
federal 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
to 
grant 
an 
income-tax deduction 
on expenses incurred by persons 
who are engaged in operating 
businesses 
that 
violate 
state 
laws. 


Thus, the state of Illinois has 
a law forbidding the operation 
of gambling enterprises, but the 
Suprem e 
Court 
of 
the 
United 
States says the persons engaged 
in it had a right to deduct rent 
and the wages of their employes 
before paying federal taxes on 
profits. 


The U. S. Tax Court had found 
that these enterprises were ille­ 
gal under Illinois law, that the 
acts perform ed by the employes 
constituted violations of that law, 
that the paym ent of rent for the 
use of the prem ises was also 
illegal under that law, and that 
hence 
the 
amounts 
paid 
for 
wages and rents should not he 
allowed as a d e d u c ts 
for fed­ 
eral income-tax purposes. 


The Suprem e Court, however, 
reversing this view, said the e x ­ 
penses 
were 
"ordinary 
and 
necessary” and 
hence deducti­ 
ble. 
The 
court 
pointed 
to 
a 
regulation of the ll, S. Internal 
Revenue Code which perm its the 
deduction of federal excise taxes 
levied on persons “engaged in 
the business of accepting w agers 
or conducting wagering pools or 
lotteries.” 


How the Supreme Court could 
tolerate 
such 
a 
regulation, 
which m akes it more profitable 
for persons violating state laws 
to conduct their businesses, is a 
m ystery that is not explained by 
a 
reading of the text of the

At first Francis is em barrassed 
at the meeting, but Jesus smiles 
upon hun and gives him to the

Two malevolent little boys in 
the foregiound throw sticks and 
stones at her. But behind her in 
the foreground, a man gives his 
coat to a beggar, and high above, 
in the heavens, an angel wings 
its way to the gates of St. Peter, 
bearing the coat in his hands 
This picture is believed to ha 
one of the most touching eulogies 
on poverty in the history of art. 
As w*e approach the peak point 
of religious history in the Cruci­ 
fixion and Resurrection of th*
